A man of the Pharisees named Nicode- 
mus came to Jesus by night and said unto 
him. Rabbi, we know that thou art a 
teacher come from Grod, for no one can do 
these signs that thou doest except God be 
with him. 

Jesus answered and said unto him : 

Verily, verily, I say to thee. Except one 
be bom from above he cannot see the king- 
dom of God. 

Nicodemus saith unto him, How can a 
man be bom when he is old? Can he enter 
a second time into his mother's womb and 
be bom? 

Jesus answered: 

Verily, verily, I say to thee, Except one 
be bom of water and Spirit he cannot enter

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•into.JJie kingdom of God. That which is 
•'bom' bf the flesh is flesh; and that which is 
'bom of the spirit is spirit. Marvel not 
that I said to thee. Ye must be bom from 
above. The wind blows where it wills, and 
thou hearest the voice of it, but knowest not 
whence it comes or whither it goes; thus is 
it with every one that is bom of the spirit. 

Nicodemus said to him. How can these 
things be? 

Jesus answered and said to him : 
Art thou the teacher of Israel and under- 
standest not these things? Verily, verily, 
I say to thee, we speak that which we know, 
and bear witness of that which we have 
seen; and ye receive not our witness. If 
I have told you earthly things, and ye 
believe not, how shall ye believe if I tell you 
heavenly things? And no one hath as- 
cended into heaven but he that came down 
from heaven, the Son of man who is in 
heaven. As Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must the Son of man 
be lifted up, that every one that believeth on 
him may have everlasting life.

QUESTIONS FROM WITHOUT THE 
PALE 

Jesus leaving Judea to return to Galilee 
must pass through Samaria. Near to the 
city of Sychar was Jacob's well ^ ; and while 
his disciples went into the city to buy food 
Jesus wearied with the journey sat thus at 
the well.* It was about the sixth hour. 
There came a woman of Samaria to draw 
water. 

Jesus saith to her: 

Give me to drink. 

The woman saith to him, How is it that 
thou, being a Jew, askest drink of me, a 
Samaritan woman? For Jews have no deal- 
ings with Samaritans. 

Jesus answered and said to her: 

If thou knewest the gift of God and who 

[*] 
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it is that saith to thee, Give me to drink, 
thou wouldst have asked of hkn^ and he 
would have given thee living water. 

The woman saith to him, Sir, thou hast 
nothing to draw with and the well * is deep ; 
whence then hast thou that living water? 
Art thou greater than our father Jacob, 
who gave us the well^ and himself drank 
from it, and his sons, and his cattle? 

Jesus answered and said to her: 

Every one drinking of this water will 
thirst again ; but whosoever drinketh of the 
water that / shall give him, it will become 
in him a spring * of water leaping up unto 
eternal life. 

The woman saith to him. Sir, give me 
this water that I thirst not, neither come 
hither to draw. 

Jesus saith to her: 

60, call thy husband and come hither. 

The woman answered, I have no husband. 

Jesus saith to her: 

Thou hast well said, I have no husband, 
for thou hast had five husbands and he whom 
thou now hast is not thy husband ; this hast 
thou spoken truly. 

The woman saith to him. Sir, I perceive 

[«] 
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that thow art a prophet. Our fathers 
worshiped in this mountain; and ye say 
that in Jerusalem is the place where one 
must worship. 

Jesus saith to her: 

Woman, believe me, the hour cometh when 
neither in this mountain nor in Jerusalem 
shall ye worship the Father. Ye worship 
that which ye know not; we worship that 
which we know; for salvation is from the 
Jews. But, the hour cometh and now is 
when the true worshipers shall worship the 
Father in spirit and in truth; for such the 
Father also seeketh for his worshipers. 
GfoA is a spirit, and those who worship him 
must worship in spirit and truth. 

The woman saith to him, I know that 
Messiah cometh (he that is called Christ) ; 
when he is come he will tell us everything. 

Jesus saith to her: 

I that speak to thee am he. 

Upon this came his disciples, and they 
marveled that he talked with a woman, yet 
no one said. What seekest thou? or. Why 
talkest thou with her? 

The woman then left her waterpot and 
went away into the city and saith to the 
[6] 
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people, Come, see a man that told me all 
things that ever I did ; can it be that this is 
the Christ? They went out of the city and 
were coming to him. Meanwhile the disci- 
ples begged him, saying, Rabbi, eat. 

But he said to them : 

/ have food to eat that ye know not. 

The disciples therefore said one to an- 
other. Can someone have brought him some- 
thing to eat? 

Jesus saith to them : 

My food is to do the will of him that 
sent me, and to complete his work. Are ye 
not saying. There are yet four months and 
then Cometh the harvest? Behold, I say to 
you. Lift your eyes and look on the fields, 
that they are white to the harvest already. 
He that reapeth receiveth wages and gather- 
eth fruit unto life eternal ; that he that sow- 
eth and he that reapeth may rejoice to- 
gether. For in this is the saying true. One 
is the sower and another the reaper. I sent 
yow to reap that whereon ye have not la- 
bored; others have labored and ye are en- 
tered upon their labor.

Seeing this the 
Pharisee who had invited him said to him- 
self. This man if he were a prophet would 
have perceived who and what sort of a 
woman this is that touched him, that she is 
a sinner. 

Jesus answering said unto him:

When they had nothing to pay with 
he freely forgave them both. Which of 
them now will love him most? 

Simon answering said, I suppose he to 
whom he forgave most. 

Jesus said to him: 

Thou hast rightly judged. 

And turning to the woman, he said to 
Simon: 

Seest thou this woman? I entered into 
thy house ; thou gavest me no water for my 
feet, but she has wetted my feet with her 
tears and wiped them with her hair. Thou 
gavest me no kiss ; while she from the time 
I came in has not ceased to kiss my feet. 
My head with oil thou didst not anoint ; but 
she has anointed my feet with ointment. 
For this reason I say to thee, Her sins — 
the many — ^have been forgiven, for she Uyoed 
much; but he to whom little is forgiven, 
he loveth little. 

And he sidd to the woman : 

Thy sins have been forgiven; thy faith 

hath saved thee; go forth into peace.

WHAT MAY THIS PARABLE BE? 

After Jesus had spoken the parable of 
the sower, his disciples came to him and 
asked him what this parable might be. 

And Jesus said: 

Unto you it is given to know the mysteries 
of the kingdom of Grod; but to the rest in 
parables ; that seeing they may not see, and 
hearing they may not understand. Now 
the parable is this: The seed is the word 
of Grod. Those by the wayside are they 
that have heard; then cometh the devil and 
taketb away the word from their heart that 
they may not believe and be saved. Those 
on the rock are they who when they have 
heard receive the word with joy; and these 
have no root; who for a while believe, and 
in time of temptation fall away. And that 
which fell among the thorns, these are they 
[16] 
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that have heard, and as they go on their 

way they are choked with cares and riches 

and pleasures of this life, and bring no fruit 

to perfection. While that in the good 

ground, these are such as in an honest and 

good heart, having heard the word hold it 

fast, and bring forth fruit with patience.

When Jesus left the multitudes and went 
into the house his disciples came to him, 
asking him to explain to ihem the parable 
of the tares of the field.

He that soweth the good seed is the Son 
of man, and the field is the world: the good 
seed, these ar^ the sons of the kingdom, 
and the tares are the sons of evil ; the enemy 
that sowed them is the devil ; the harvest is 
the completion of the age; and the reapers 
are angels. As therefore the tares are 
gathered up and burned with fire, so shall it 
be at the completion of the age. The Son 
of man shall send forth his angels, and they 
shall gather out of his kingdom all things

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that give offence, and them that do iniquity, 

and shall cast them into the furnace of fire; 

there shall be weeping and gnashing of 

teeth. Then shall the righteous shine forth 

as the sun in the kingdom of their Father.

As Jesus taught by the seaside a very 
great multitude gathered about him, so 
that he entered into a boat and sat, while all 
the multitudes were by the sea on the land. 
And with many parables spake he the word 
unto them as they were able to hear it, and 
without a parable spake he not unto them ; 
and privately to his disciples he explained 
all things. And when even was come. 

He saith to them : 

Let us go over to the other side. And 
leaving the multitude they take him away 
with them as he was in the boat. And 
other boats were with him. And there came 
up a great storm of wind and the waves beat 
into the boat so that it was already filling. 
And he himself was in the stern asleep on

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the cushion ; and they wake him and say to 
him, Master, carest thou not that we 
perish?

And the wind ceased and there was a 
great calm. 

And he said to them :

Work not for 

the food which perisheth, but for the food 

which remaineth unto eternal life, which the 

Son of man shall give you; for him the 

Father, God, hath sealed. 

They said therefore unto him. What shall 

we do to work the works of God? 

Jesus answered and said to them : 

This is the work of God, that ye believe 

on him whom he hath sent.

WHAT DOST THOU WORK? 

They said therefore to Jesus, What then 
doest thou for a sign, that we may see and 
believe thee? What dost thou work? 
Our fathers ate the manna in the wilderness ; 
as it is written, He gave them bread from 
heaven to eat. 

Jesus said to them : 

It was not Moses that gave you that 
bread from heaven; but my Father giveth 
you the bread from heaven — the real bread. 
For the bread of Grod is that coming down 
from heaven, and giving life to the world. 

They said then unto him, Lord, give us 
always this bread.

/ am the bread of life; he that cometh to 
me shall not hunger, and he that believeth 
on me shall never thirst. But, I said to

QUESTION OF THE TRADITIONISTS 

There come to Jesus from Jerusalem 
Pharisees and scribes, saying, Why do thy 
disciples transgress the tradition of the eld- 
ers, for they wash not their hands when 
they eat bread. 

Jesus answered them : 

And why do ye transgress the command 
of God through your tradition? For God 
said. Honor thy father and thy mother; 
and. He that revileth father or mother, let 
him die the death. While ye say. Whoso- 
ever shall say to his father or his mother. 
That wherewith thou mightest have been 
helped by me is Corban (devoted to God) he 
shall not honor his father or his mother. 
And ye have made void the word of God 
through your tradition. Hypocrites, well 
did Isaiah prophecy of you, saying, 
[26] 
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This people honoreth me with the lips ; 

But their heart is far from me. 

But in vain do they worship me, 

Teaching for doctrines the command- 
ments of men. 

And he called to him the multitudes and 
said to them: 

Hear and understand; Not that which 
entereth into the mouth defileth the man; 
but that which proceedeth forth from the 
mouth, this defileth the man. 

Then came the disciples and said to him, 
Knowest thou that the Pharisees were of- 
fended when they heard this saying? 

And he answered and said : 

Every plant which has not been planted 
by my Heavenly Father shall be rooted up. 
Let them alone; they are blind guides. 
And if the blind guide the blind, both shall 
fall into a pit. 

Peter answered and said to him. Declare 
to us the parable. 

And Jesus said : 

Are ye also even yet without understand- 
ing? 

Perceive ye not that all that goes into 
the mouth passes into the belly and is cast 
[86] 
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out into the draught? But the things that 

proceed forth from the mouth come forth 

out of the heart; and those defile the man. 

For out of the heart come forth evil 

thoughts, murders, adulteries, fornication, 

thefts, false witness, railings; these are the 

things which defile the man ; but to eat with 

unwashed hands defileth not the man.

HEAVEN-BORN WIT BRINGS THE 
HEAVENLY BLESSING 

Jesus went away into the borders of Tyre 
and Sidon. And he entered into a house 
and would have no one know it; and he 
could not be hid : for straightway a woman, 
whose little daughter had an unclean spirit, 
having heard of him, came and fell down 
at his feet: the woman was a Greek, a 
Syrophenician by race. And she cried 
unto him, saying, Have mercy on me, O 
Lord, thou son of David; my daughter is 
grievously vexed with a demon. 

But he answered her not a word. 

And his disciples came and besought him, 
saying. Send her away, for she crieth after 
us. 

But he answered and said: 

I was not sent but unto the sheep, — the 
lost ones — of the house of Israel. 
[28] 
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Then came she and worshiped him, say- 
ing, Lord help me ! 

And he said to her: 

Let the children first be filled ; for it is not 
good to take the children's bread and throw 
it to the dogs. 

And she said, yes. Lord, and the dogs un- 
der the table eat of the children's crumbs. 

Then answered Jesus and said to her: 

O woman, great is thy faith; be it unto 
thee as thou wilt. For this word go thy 
way; the demon is gone out of thy daugh- 
ter.

On the morrow after the transfiguration, 
when Jesus, with Peter and James and John, 
came down from the mountain to the other 
disciples, they saw a great multitude about 
them and scribes disputing with them. 

And Jesus asked them: 

What are ye disputing with them? 

And one of the multitude came to him 
and kneeling said. Master, I brought unto 
thee my son who hath a dumb spirit, and 
wherever it taketh him it dasheth him down, 
and he grindeth his teeth and pineth away ; 
and I spake to thy disciples that they should 
cast it out and they had not the power. 

Jesus answered and said: 

O faithless generation, how long shall I 
be with you? How long shall I bear with 
you? Bring him unto me. 
[81] 
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And as he was yet coming the demon 
dashed him down and tare him grievously. 

Jesus asked his father: 

How long is it that this has been upon 
him? 

And he said, From a child. And oft- 
times it has cast him into the fire and into 
the waters to destroy him; but, if thou 
canst at all, help us ! Have pity on us ! 

Jesus said to him : 

That "If thou canst'M All things can 
be to him that believeth. 

Straightway the father of the child cried, 
I believe; help my unbelief. 

And Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit and 
healed the boy and gave him back to his 
father. And they were all astonished at the 
majesty of God. 

And when he was come into the house, his 
disciples asked him privately, For what rea- 
son were we not able to cast it out? 

Jesus saith unto them: 

By reason of your little faith. For 
verily I say to you, if ye have faith as a 
grain of mustard seed ye shall say to this 
mountain. Remove hence to yonder place, 
and it shall remove; and nothing shall be 
[32] 
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impossible to you. And this kind goes not 

out except with prayer. 

Mark 9:16, 19, 91, 23, 29.

WHO IS THE GREATEST? 

And they came to Capernaum ; and when 
he was come into the house Jesus asked 
them : 

What were ye discussing on the way? 

And they were silent ; for on the way the 
question had come up as to which of them 
was the greatest. 

And he sat down and called the twelve 
and s£Cid to them : 

If any one would be first he shall be last 
of all and servant of all. And he called a 
little child and set him by his side and said : 

Verily I say unto you, Except ye turn 
and become as little children, ye shall by no 
means enter into the kingdom of Heaven.^ 
Whosoever therefore shall make himself 
lowly as this little child, he shall be greatest 
in the kingdom of Heaven.* 
[84] 
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And taking him into his arms he saith to 
them: 

Whoso shall receive one such little child 
in my name receiveth me ; and whosoever re- 
ceiveth me receiveth not me, but him that 
sent me. For the one who is now least 
among you all, this one is great. 

And Jesus said to them: 

See to it that ye despise not one of these 
little ones, for I say to you that in heaven * 
their angels do always look upon the face of 
my Father who is in Heaven.* 

Throughout the Gospels the Greek makes a 
distinction ih the use of the word for **heavcn." 
Where heaven is spoken of as a pkuso merely, the 
word is found in the singular number, but when as 
the abode of God and the blessed the plural is 
used. This passage affords a good illustration. In 
these pages the plural form of the Greek is indi- 
cated by capitalidng the word.

Then came Peter to him and said, Lord, 

. how many times shall my brother sin against 

me and I forgive him? Until seven times? 

Jesus saith to him: 

I say not to thee. Until seven times ; but 
until seventy times seven. 

Again Jesus said to his disciples : 

Take heed to yourselves; if thy brother 

sin, rebuke him; and if he repent, forgive 

him. And if he sin against thee seven 

times in the day, and seven times turn to 

thee, saying, I repent, thou shalt forgive 

him.

WHO PAYS TRIBUTE? 

When they were come to Capernaum, they 
that received the half-shekel came to Peter, 
and said. Does not your master pay the 
half -shekel? He said. Yes. 

And when he came into the house, Jesus 
spake first, saying: 

How seems it to thecy Simon? The 
kings of the earth, from whom do they 
receive toll or tribute? From their sons, 
or from those of another country? Peter 
said. From those of another country. 

Jesus said to him: 

Then are the sons free. But that we 

may not offend them, go to the sea, cast a 

hook, and take out the fish that first comes 

up ; and when thou hast opened his mouth, 

thou shalt find a shekel; that take and give 

to them, for me and thee. 

Matt. 17:25-97.

WHERE ARE THE NINE? 

It came to pass as they were on the way 
to Jerusalem, that he was passing along the 
borders of Samaria and Galilee. And as 
he entered into a certain village there met 
him ten men that were lepers, who stood far 
off, and lifted up their voice saying, Jesus, 
Master, take pity on us! 

And when he saw them he said to them: 

Go and show yourselves to the priests. 

And it came to pass that as they went 
they were cleansed. 

And one of them when he saw that he was 
healed turned back, with a loud voice glori- 
fying God, and fell upon his face at Jesus' 
feet, giving him thanks; and he was a 
Samaritan. 

And Jesus answering said:

There came to Jesus certain of the Sad- 
ducees, they that say that there is no resur- 
rection; and asked him, saying, Moses said 
that if a man die leaving no son, his brother 
shall marry his wife and raise up seed unto 
his brother. Now there were with us seven 
brothers ; and the first took a wife and died 
childless ; and in like manner the second took 
her, and the third also, unto the seventh;

At the same time with Jesus were cruci- 
fied two robbers, one on his right hand and 
the other on the left. 

And one of the robbers railed on Jesus, 
saying, Art not thoti the Christ? Save 
thyself and us. But the other answered 
and rebuking him said. Dost thou not even 
fear God when thou art in the same con- 
demnation? And we indeed justly; for we 
receive the due reward of our deeds, but 
this man hath done nothing amiss. And 
he said, Jesus, remember me when thou 
comest in thy kingdom. 

And Jesus said to him: 

Verily I say to thee, to-day thou shalt be 
with me in Paradise.

LOVEST THOU ME? 

The third appearance of Jesus to his dis- 
ciples after he rose from the dead was on 
this wise: 

There were together Simon Peter, and 
Thomas, and Nathanael, and the sons of 
Zebedee, and two other of his disciples. 
Simon Peter saith to them, I go a-fishing. 
They say to him. We also come with thee. 
They went forth and entered into the boat; 
and that night they took nothing. 

And when the day was now breaking, 
Jesus stood on the shore, yet his disciples 
knew not that it was Jesus. 

Jesus then said to them: 

Children, have ye anything to eat? 

They answered him. No. 

And he said to them : 

Cast the net to the right side of the boat 
and ye shall find. 

They cast, therefore, and now they were 
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not able to draw it for the multitude oif the 
fishes (ix^'')» 

That disciple whom Jesus loved said 
therefore to Peter, It is the Lord. When 
Simon Peter heard that it was the Lord, he 
girt his coat about him (for he was naked) 
and east himself into the sea. And the 
other disciples came in the Httle boat (for 
they were not far from the land, but about 
two hundred cubits off), dragging the net 
full of fishes (ixOvwv). When they 
got out upon the land they saw a fire of 
coals laid and fish (o^apwv) laid thereon 
and bread (aprov). 

Jesus said to them : 

Bring of the fiish (o^aptov) which ye have 
now taken. 

Simon Peter therefore went up and drew 
the net to land, full of great fishes 
(iX^wv), a hundred and fifty and three; and 
for all there were so many, yet was not the 
net broken. 

Jesus saith to them : 

Come and breakfast. 

And no one of the disciples dared ask him. 
Who art thou, knowing that it was the 
Lord. 
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Jesus Cometh and taketh the bread and 
giveth them, and the fish (^optov) likewise. 

When then they had breakfasted, Jesus 
saith to Simon Peter : 

Simon, son of John, lovest thou (oyoir^s) 
me more than these? 

He saith to him, Yes, Lord ; thou knowest 
that I love (<^iX«3) thee. 

Jesus saith to him: 

Feed my lambs. 

Again Jesus saith to him a second time : 

Simon, son of John, lovest thou (dyair^s) 
me? 

He saith to him, Yes, Lord ; thou knowest 
that I love (^iXoJ) thee. 

Jesus saith to him: 

Tend my sheep. 

Jesus saith to him the third time : 

Simon, son of John, lovest thou (i^iXcTs) 
me? 

Peter was grieved that he said to him 
the third time, Lovest thou (^tXcts) me? 

And he said to him. Lord, thou knowest 
all things, thou knowest that I love (^cAa») 
thee. 

Jesus saith to him: 

Feed my sheep. Verily, verily, I say to 
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thee, when thou wast young thou girdedst 
thyself and walkedst whither thou wouldest ; 
but when thou shalt be old, thou shcdt 
stretch forth thy hands, and another shalt 
gird thee^ and carry thee whither thou 
wouldest not. 

And when he had spoken thus. He saith 
to him: 

Follow me. 

Peter, turning about, seeth the disciple 
whom Jesus loved following, who also leaned 
back on his breast at the supper, and said. 
Lord, who is he that betrayeth thee? 
Peter therefore seeing him, saith to Jesus, 
Lord, and what of this man? 

Jesus saith to him : 

If I will that he tarry till I come, what 

is that to thee? Follow thou me.
